Mr. Inglis visited St. Albert’ this 
morning looking over conditiona 
there and announced this afternoon 
that the company will begin con- 
struction operations by June ist and 
have a line in completion to either 
St. Albert or Strathcona by the coms 
ing fall. The first city line con- 
structed will be a belt line, provided 
the permission of the city council can 
be secured, including a double track 
on Jasper avenue. While tthe city. 
considerabiy exceeds Mr. Inglis’ ex- 
pectations, the company expect to 
sink several thousand dollars per 
year, if necessary, for the first few 
years, trusting te the growth of the 
city to make restitution. Regarding 
the Groat estate, which was also pur- 
chased by Mr. Trethewey for the com- 
pany, the property will be entirely, 
sub-divided at an early date, the 
streets graded, a bridge built across 
the gully and a park or athletic 
grounds will probably be arranged.

JAPAN BUYS SHIPS 


The two new battleships ordéred in 
England by Japan will be exceedingly 
powerful.
